The American _ scientist 
Ranson destroyed the pitui- 
tary in rats without dumag- 
ing any of the neighbour- 
ing structures, and the 
rats showed no increase in 
weight, 


On the other hand, he: 
damaged the  hypothala- 
mus, which lies near it, in 
12 ruts, but did not touch 
the pituitary, and these, 12 
rats immediately | became 
very fat indeed. 


The hypothalamus is 8 
tiny area of the brain, no 
larger than a postage stamp, 
which possesses a startling 
power over half “ the most 
important functions of mind 
and body.

Britain if a new Danish con- 
centrate perfected by Den- 
mark's Agricultural, Re- 
gearelt Laboratory achieves 
all that its discoveries claim 
for it. 


. The concentrate, given in the 
form of feeding stuffs, is said to 
increase the weight of cattle by 
over five pounds a day. Judg- 
ing by tests which foole place 
recently’ at “Denmark's State 
Research Farm on the Bratting- 
borg estate, the new concentrate 
does exactly that. 


Twelve cows were used for 
experiments, and for 33° days 
six of them were piven a daily 
3% pereent ration of the now 
food. When the tests began the 
cows all weighed approximately 
the sume. At the end of the 
test the “concentrate” cows had 
gained an average of 165 Ibs 
each nnd the cows fed on the 
normal food only 59 Ibs. * 


After slaughtering, it was 
found that much of the in- 
creased) = =oweight) was merely 
stomach contents, although the 
cows [ed on the concentrate pro- 
duced 44% lbs more liver and 42 
Jos more meat than the others, 
Technically, explains James 
White, the effect of the‘ concen- 
trale is a reductian of metabo- 
lism resulting, ‘in inereased 
weight, To the Jayman and the 
housewife it is merely the in- 
creased weight that matters.

HAVE to say this much for 

- Hard. Luck Joo: be tung into 
some fairly interesting hands. 
The other day he worked him- 
self into a real problem ending. 

The bidding was far from in- 
spired.:North’s use of the Black- 
wood Convention was in the 
worst tradition. It didn't matter 
how many aces and kings South 
had, as long os he had a sound 
opening bid. What did matter 
was how solid South’s hearts 
were; and this was something 
North could never find out by 
asking about aces ‘ind kings, 

Moreover, if South’s clubs 
had been just enough stronger 
to include the king instead of 
the queen, he would have did 
six spades over five no-trump. 
It might then be impossible to 
find a safe slam contract. 

However, the bidding wound 
up at a good spot. Hard Luck 
Joe found himself playing the 
hand at the very reasonable con- 
tract of six hearts. - 

Dummy took the opening lead 
with the king of spades, and 
Joe next cashed the ace and 
king of diamonds. He continued 
by ruffing a, dlamond in, dummy, 
and then led the ten of hearts 
for a Gnesse. This held the 
trick, West dropping the nine. 

At this point Joo put his neck 
right on the chopping block by 
leading a low spade from dum- 
my, probably with. some hazy 
notion of setting up dummy’s 
long sult. East discarded the 
@euce of clubs, and Joe ruffed 
with the elght of hearts. Joc 
then finessed the queen of 
clubs, losing to East’s king. 

East now had a real problem 
ending to consider. The ‘early 
play made ‘the location of every 
card absolutely clear-Should he 
return a club, a diamond, or a 
trump? 

If he returned a club, dummy 
would win with the ace. The 
ace of spades would be led next, 
and East would ‘have to ruff. 
South would. over-ruff, cash 
the jack-of clubs, ruff his last 
diamond in. dummy, and then 
take the rest with high trumps. - 

Enst returned a diamond, to 

make dummy, ruff. and: thus 
prevent) a, second, trump finesse, 
South eould still make tho slam. 
Dummy would ruff, the dlamond 
and cash‘ the-ace‘of clubs. Then 
the ace of spades, would bo led. 
If East ruffed, South could 
-over-ruff, draw trumps and 
cash the jack of clubs, If: East 
discarded, South would. discard 
tho jack of clubs and keep the 
lead in dummy for a trumpless 

finesso! S 

Joe’s hord luck—or_ part of 
it, anyway-—was that East was 
good enough to sco all this. East 


actually returned a trump. Joa’ 


‘could draw trumps, but- then 
the clubs were blocked; and he 
wound up in dummy with a 
losing spade. 

Of course Joo should have 
made - the slam by: playing it 
botter. Instead of ruffing a low 
spade, ho should have continued 
trumps, drawing four rounds. 


Then he’ could take the aco. of’ 


clubs, discard the dimond on 
tha ace of. spaddés, and givo up 
‘one club trick. ‘
